UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Aug. 
18—African delegates at the 
United Nations were reported 
today to have assured Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold of | 
their undivided support in his at- , 
tempts to restore law and order | 
and to secure the withdrawal of 
Belgian troops from The Congo. 


This assurance has been given 
directly to Hammarskjold in a 
meeting between the secretary- 
general and the African dele- 
‘ gates. . 


When the representatives of 
The Congo government arrive 
here, probably late today, they 
will be urged by other African 
diplomats to be patient, and to 
have confidence that Hammarsk- 
jold has their interests in mind 
in implementing the resolutions 
of the Security Council.

troops attacked members of a 
Canadian United Nations detach- 
ment at Leopoldville Airport to- 
day, apparently mistaking them 
for Belgians. The captain com- 
manding the Canadian detach- 
ment was knocked unconscious. 

At about the same time, the 
United States Ambassador was 
being blocked off by an armed 
Congolese soldier from keeping 
an appointment with Premier 
Patrice Lumumba. 

(United Press International re- 
ported that Lumumba also re- 
fused to receive Assistant U. N. 
Secretary General Ralph Bunche, 
who called later in the day to 
discuss the Canadian incident.) 

A Congolese delegation, mean- 
while, headed for New York to 
present The Congo’s case to the 
United Nations Security Council.

The Canadians attacked at the 
airport were part of a signal 
detachment about to take off for 
Luluabourg in a United Nations 
plane. 


Capt. J. C. A. Taschereau, in 
charge of the group, was knocked 
unconscious by a rifle butt 
wielded by a member of the 
Force Publique—or Congolese 
army. The Congolese then forced 
some Canadians to tlie on the 
ground and made -one strip to 
his shorts.

The Discoverer XIV satellite was 
sent aloft today. If everything 
works as well with this one as it 
did with No. 13, the 300-pound 
capsule should come spinning 
back to the recovery area near 
Hawaii tomorrow after the. 19- 
foot satellite’s seventeeth pass 
over the poles. . 

A capsule was recovered last 


Thursday from Discoverer XIII, 


giving the United States a nota- 
ble space advancement. 

The Air Force hoped to snag 
the parachuting c2psule with 
snare-trailing airplanes this *“ne 
instead of having the Navy 
pluck it from the water, but a 
program officer cautioned: 

“Just because we got it back 
last time doesn’t automaticz!ly 
mean we'll succeed every time 
from heer on out. This is defi- 
nitely not a milk run.” 

The Lockheed-built Agena 
satellite made up the second; 
stage of the 76-foot long Discov- 
erer rocket which bolted from 
the launch pad at 2:58 p.m. (St. 
Louis time) and disappeared into 
a murky, foggy sky. 

It normally takes about two 
hours for officers to determine 
if the satellite is in orbit, zipping 
ovesé*the poles at 18,000 miles an 
hour. 

But at Cape Canaveral, Fila:, 
a Thor-Able-Star satellite launch- 
er blew up today and ruined an 
Air Force attempt to launch the 
second United States satellite 


within moments of each other. 


The Rocket carrying a courier 
I-A communications satellite 
blew up about two minutes after 
blast-off. 

The rocket appeared to be 
traveling normally when it sud- 
denly exploded into a ball of 
smoke and fire to the northeast 
high over the Atlantic. The ex- 
plosion was visible to ground 
observers.

This was part of a new Brit- 
ish-American tactical plan aimed 
at ending the stalemate in ‘the 
Geneva talks with the Soviet Un- 
: ion on barring nuclear weapon 


_ Russia has demanded what it 
‘called safeguards against cheat- 
ing in America’s projected se- 
ries of 11 sub-surface nuclear 
tests. These blasts are designed 
to improve methods of policing 
any agreed bar on nuclear weap- 
on tests. 


Among the safeguards sought 
by Russia is the right to inspect 
the actual explosive device to 
insure that some new nuclear 
weapon is not being used. 

The Americans, now supported 
by Britain, are ready to reject 
this demand. For one thing it 
would require amending or waiv- 
ing the United States Atomic 
Secrets Act. Only Congress could 
do that and informants said the 
Eisenhower Administration is 
against asking Congress to take 
such a step. 

For another thing the United 
States suspects the Russians are 
stalling because they know that 
so long as the Geneva talks limp 
on, the nuclear powers will re- 
spect the existing uncontrolled 
moratorium on tests.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (AP) 
—A row exploded in the Senate 
last night after Senator Hugh 
Scott (Rep.)., Pénnsylvania, said 
the family of Senator John F. 
Kennedy (Dem.), Massachusetts, 
apparently outbid the Govern- 
ment on 4& project to enable 
African students to study in this 
country. 

Kennedy, the Democratic pres- 
idential candidate, assailed 
Scott’s speech as “the most unh- 
fair, distorted, malignant attack 
I have experienced in 14 years 
in politics.” 

The name of Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon, the Repub- 
lican presidential nominee, fig- 
ured in the controversy. 

Scott started it by asking 
whether the Joseph P. Kennedy 
Jr. Foundation, of which Sena- 
tor Kennedy is a trustee, had 
outbid the Government in offer- 
ing to finance transportation for 
the African students. 

“If this is so,” Scott said, “it 
is involved in a very grave state 
of affairs, which warrants in- 
vestigation of the questionable 
uses to which a supposedly char- 
itable tax-exempt money-pot can 
be put.” 

Scott recalled announcing- 
Tuesday that the State Depart- 
ment had offered to provide 
approximately $100,000 to trans- 
port 250 scholarship students 
from East Africa to enable them 
to study in the United States 
under “‘airlift-Africa 1960.” 

Since that time, he said, he 
has been informed that the 
“Kennedy people” have attempt- 
ed to “pluck away” from the 
Government by offering not only 
to provide the $100,000 needed 
this year but to ‘‘continue their 
participation for a four-year 
period.” 

Kennedy replied that when he 
was at his Cape Cod home after 
the Democratic convention he 
had been informed that 200 
scholarships were - available in 
this country for the African stu- 
dents but that funds were needed 
for their transportation. 

He said he talked to his broth- 
er-in-law, Robert S. Shriver, ex- 
écutive director of the Joseph P. 
Kennedy Jr. Foundation, and to 
his brother Robert, who is presi- 
dent of the foundation. 

He said that Shriver talked to 
five other private foundations 
about the matter and was told

IN WHAT HE CALLED “the most important decision I have 
participated in since coming to the Pentagon in September 1953,” 
Secretary of Defense Thomas S. Gates Jr. announced yesterday a 
compromise decision over control of strategic weapons that for the 
time being ends the dispute between the Air Force and the Navy

Gates announced that Strategic Air Conimander Gen. Thomas 
S. Power is being designated director of strategic target planning. 
In this capacity he will be the agent of the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 
developing and keeping up to date the list of strategic targets and 


the weapons needed on them. 
Power acts as ‘an extension of 

the Joint Staff in making rec- 

ommendations to the Joint Chiefs 


of Staff. The Joint Chiefs of 


Staff approve the target assign- 
ments. to various weapons sys- 
tems available—SAC bombers 
and missiles, Navy carrier-based 
aircraft and Polaris missiles, 
and the fighter-bombers and 
light bombers of the Tactical Air 
Command assigned to the uni- 
fied commands, 


The task is assigned to the 
Strategic Air Command under 
Power because it has had seven 
years’ experience in developing 
a targeting system and has the 
resources and electronic calcu- 
lating machines at its headquar- 
ters at Offut Air Force Base, 
Omaha, Nebr. 


Power will be given a sepa- 
rate staff of about 40 experts 
to assist him. It is expected 
that this staff will be under a 
vice admiral initially, who will 
be designated as Power’s deputy 
tor strategic target planning. 


THE NEW SYSTEM, which 
has been in the works. for a 
year, + the unanimous ap- 
proval the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. It was also presented to 
the unified commanders assem- 
bled in Washington yesterday 
who were stated to have ap- 
proved the concept. 

It is not expected that the new 
system of target assignment will 
be in operation before next De- 
cember. 

Under current methods there 
is ‘“‘co-ordination” in assignment 
of targets to different weapons 
systems. The Navy, for example, 
wants and has‘the assignment of 
attacking naval targets. Its only 
resources for this purpose today 
are carrier-based aircraft and 
torpedo-launching submarines. 

If the Navy is assigned sub- 
marine pens in the Baltic or near 
Murmansk as targets and has 
no carriers on station that can 
attack them, for example, and 
these targets are listed for the 
first retaliatory strike, an emer- 
gency is created that must be re- 
solved in 15 minutes by reassign- 
ment of targets to other weapons.

- The Dominican Case 

Even before the Organization of. American 
States can consider the Cuban situation, it 
must give priority to the Venezuelan charge 
against the Dominican Republic. Latin Amer- 
ica regards this case with the utmost gravity, 
and the United States has responded with a 
plan for the OAS to watch over Dominican 
affairs if the Trujillo dictatorship is over- 
thrown. 

On June 24 a bomb exploded in a car 
parked a motorcade bearing Venezuela’s 
President 
explosion killed two persons and injured the 
President. Investigation indicated that the 
plot had been inspired by the Trujillo dicta- 
torship of the Dominican Republic. Vene- 
zuela promptly demanded an OAS inquiry, 
and the OAS named a five-man commission 
representing the United States, Mexico, Pana- 
ma, Uruguay and Argentina.

The commission has now made public its 
41-page report and it is completely damning. 
It states that the Dominican government sup- 
ported the assassins in an effort to overthrow 
the Betancourt government in Venezuela. It 
quotes a Venezuelan plotter as saying he had 
been brought by the Dominicans from exile 
in Madrid to Ciudad Trujillo, where he and 
others were trained in use of the bomb, were 
greeted by Generalissimo Trujillo and wished 
success by the chief of the Dominican forces. 


From this report there seems little doubt 
that the OAS will condemn the Dominican 
dictatorship for a second time. Three months 
ago Venezuela won from the OAS a condem- 
nation of long-standing violations of human 
rights by the Trujillos. Partly as a result of 
increasing hemispheric hostility, partly as a 
result of growing opposition to their tyranny 
at home, the Generalissimo, his brother and 
son are reported to be packing their bags for 
assignments abroad which would remove them 
from their island domain.

In that case, according to the new United 
States proposal, the OAS would establish a 
committee of observation to establish its 
“presence” and to help the Dominican people 
toward stable democracy and social progress. 
Perhaps in making this suggestion the State 
Department was thinking of Cuba, where the 
overthrow of one dictator was followed by 
another of different political hue. But every 
vanishing dictator has left his nation with 
grave problems and the need for help, as the 
Latin states well know. 


It is no accident that the 20 sister republics 
are interested in combatting a rightist dicta- 
torship before considering the problem of 
leftist Cuba. The dictatorships that most of 
these nations have experienced have all been 
rightist. The Trujillos represent the oldest 
dictatorship in the New World and-one which, 
as the Venezuelan incident coffirms, has a 
flagrant record of intervention in the affairs 
of others. The case of the Dominican dicta- 
torship allows the United States to show that 
it opposes tyranny from whatever source. 


Echo I Escapes the Perseids 


Earth-bound searchers of the night sky 
have in Echo I a bit of unrivaled cosmic 
drama. Weighing only 136 pounds but 30 
or 40 times as bulky as Moscow’s champion 
sputnik, the gas-inflated plastic satellite has 
been orbiting St. Louis on a course remark- 
ably close to circular at two-hour intervals. 

A thousand miles up, far out of the earth’s 
atmosphere, the aluminum painted balloon 
sweeps at terrific speed on the path that 
American scientists set for it last Friday. It 


- has already survived the hazard of the annual 


Perseid meteor shower. The bombardment, 
lasting Friday night and the next two, did 
not deflate the balloon. It is reflecting the 
messages sent from Earth without the 
extreme scattering that would indicate a 
puncture. 

This week and the next, Echo I will remain 

in sunlight, but after that it will fall into 
Earth’s shadow. According to theory, the 
below zero temperatures may cause the gas to 
condense and result in a fatal deflation. 
’ Whether it does fail then or goes on for 
a year, as some scientists think likely, Echo I 
is clearly a triumph in precision and a fore- 
runner of greater triumphs in voice com- 
munication and world-wide television. Old 
Edmund Halley, who in 1704 became the first 
astronomer to establish the fact of a comet’s 
periodic return and to calculate its orbit, 
didn’t live to see his calculations verified by 
the reappearance of the comet bearing his 
name in 1759, 1835 and 1910. Now a man- 
made satellite rivals Halley’s comet at least 
in attracting world-wide attention. 

Much of what has gone on in space and in 
missilery in the last several years has been 
dismissed by many as just too confusing or 
too time consuming. Echo I swinging over- 
head regularly and relentlessly is something 
that can be understood.

sion appointed by Mayor Tucker at the urging 
of a circuit court grand jury, Mr. Sestric 
might well have raised questions as to how 
efficiently the approved St. Louis fire-fight- 
ing method was employed at that particular 
fire and, for the future, whether the tech- 
nique is as superior as its supporters in the 
St. Louis Department say it is. . 

The Mayor’s special commission. of experts 
was especially critical of the use of four 


“master streams” of’ water directed at the 


fire while firemen were in the building. Such 
streams discharge 2% tons of water a minute. 
The firemen were killed when floors of the 
structure collapsed, perhaps from the com- 
bined weight of the contents and the large 
amounts of water in it. 


Mr. Sestric says that given the situation as 
those in command saw it they acted reason- 
ably and with good judgment. That is, they 
fought the fire with established St. Louis 
techniques. As described by Chief Mullen 
the idea was “to cool the fire with heavy 
streams and then to advance and extinguish 
remaining fire with small streams.” If this 
was supposed to be the approved method, 
Mr. Sestric might well have asked why fire- 
men were in the building while “master 
streams” were in use.

was faithfully executed, we see no reason 
why Mr. Sestric does not bring the method 
itself into questién. He relies on the advice 
of three recent St. Louis chiefs that master 
streams represent a superior technique to

within a building while still cooling the 
fire. The Mayor’s experts said use of 


master streams while firemen are inside 


a building is an unsafe method and urged 
the department be supplied with “fine spray” 
equipment. At the very least the approved 
technique deserves a critical review within 
the department.

Target Date: 1964 


For those eager to get on with the St. 
Louis face-lifting operation, there was en- 
couragement in the State Highway Depart- 
ment’s announcement that a nine-block stretch 
of the Daniel Boone Expressway is to be dou- 
ble-decked for easier access to the downtown 
business district. 

Encouraging was the expressed hope that 
this link with the west-of-Grand area and the 
planned new free bridge will be completed 
by the time the new stadium is built, Yet no 
real time schedule has been established; the 
cost of this section of the expressway has not 
even been estimated. 

Unless unforeseen difficulties are encoun- 
tered, there is a good chance that the stadium 
will be completed in 1964, the city’s bicen- 
tenary year in which completion of the river- 
front arch also is expected. The preliminary 
work on the stadium project is well in hand. 
Plans are scheduled for submission by the 
middle of next month. Encouraging feasibili- 
ty reports have been received, and the finan- 
cing seems assured. 

So it seems to be shaping up as a fine ex- 
ample of the pace at which major improve- 
ments should be pushed. The expressway 


should be pushed just as fast. Three and a 


half years can pass all too quickly for those 
involved in a big construction job. 

The target date of 1964 has much more than 
historic importance. The suitable celebration 
of the city’s 200th anniversary could be 
a powerful stimulant to the community’s 
progress. Another 1904 world’s fair, of course, 
is out of the question. But in the past St. 
Louis has staged other festivals which at- 
tracted attention and visitors, too, from far 
and near. 


The 1964 celebration can take many forms; 
but if it is to be dramatic, plans will have to 
be developed and pushed. It is not nearly 


-enough to talk vaguely about what ought to 


be done. Imagination must be brought into 
play, and also some money. The arch, the 
stadium, the expressway, sections of Mill 
Creek Valley and similar permanent features 
of the city properly form the core around 
which the bicentenary should take shape. St. 
Louis cannot drift into 1964 expecting a self- 
generating burst of fireworks. It is prepara- 
tion which will turn 1964 into the symbol of a 
city remaking itself. 


Hardly Pickett’s Charge 


Mississippi has become the first state to 
enlist in the Southern drive for independent 
electors. In a recalled state convention, in- 
surgent Democrats defeated party loyalists 
and named two slates of presidential electors 
—one pledged to the Kennedy ticket and the 
other unpledged.’ : 

Gov. Ross Barnett and some other Southern 
leaders hope their states will withhold their 
electoral votes, by means of uncommitted 
electors. If the November election is close, 
the South might then gain some bargaining 
power with the candidates as to civil rights, 
or even throw the decision to the House of 
Representatives. However, Louisiana Demo- 
crats recently refused to name unpledged 
electors, and the issue in Georgia is in doubt. 
Georgians will vote on Sept. 14 on whether 
to commit their Democratic electors to the 
national ticket. But the vote will be advisory 
and the constitutionality of Georgia’s Un- 
pledged Electors Act faces a court test. 

As matters stand, Mississippi is leading the 
Dixiecrat advance without knowing whether 
any other states will follow. 


A More than Minimum Victory 


The defeat of the Holland amendment to 
the minimum wage bill is perhaps more sig- 
nificantly a boost for the Democratic nom- 
inee for President than it is for wage mini- 
mums. Senators Kennedy and Johnson have 
demonstrated their generalship in rallying 
votes behind the legislation by organizing a 
whopping majority of 56 to 39. 

But, minimum wage legislation still has 
a long and parlous way to go. Beaten down 
is Senator Holland’s amendment to eliminate 
most of the 5,000,000 retail and service work- 
ers the Kennedy bill would newly cover. 
And Minority Leader Dirksen also lost with 
the Administration bill to throw out some 
2,000,000 of them and stop the minimum at 
$1.15 instead of graduating it up to $1.25. 
But after that, Senator Goldwater of Arizona 
has any number of amendments on tap that 
could nibble the legislation to death. The 
test now comes of the Kennedy-Johnson com- 
bination’s staying power to win the war as 
well as the battle.

The best argument against tying farm 
price supports only to acreage crop controls 
comes from the Kansas wheatfields. Kansas 
now reports its fourth largest wheat crop of 
252,000,000 bushels, but the average yield of 
28 bushels per acre is more significant. 

Twenty years ago that would have been a 
fine yield for any one farm. In fact, from 
1890 to the present the average has been 


about 14% bushels per acre. But modern ag- 
. ricultural techniques plus good weather make 


it easier for farmers today to exceed previous 
records despite strict federal acreage con- 
trols. And lower support prices do not dis- 
courage production; on the contrary, they 
drive farmers to extract as much wheat as 
possible from the acres they are permitted to 
seed. ; . 

Production controls would, by contrast, per- 
mit the Government to hold crops closer to 
national need, but production controls are 
not popular with some powerful farm organi- 
zations. As long as farm policy adds subsi- 
dized prices to acreage controls that don't 
work, those 28 bushels to the acre will add 
to the surplus headache,

The Demo- 
cratic platform charges that the Re- 
publicans have in fact set a price ceil- 
ing and that military strength has been 
sacrificed to the budget. 

In rebuttal the Republican platform 
carries the discussion to what its 
drafters clearly consider their strong- 
est argument.

Impracticable Dreams. 

The idealism that has often in- 
truded in our politics since early 
days is vividly mirrored in some 
of the small party programs. 
Here we still find pure Jeffer- 
sonian isolationism and Wash- 
ington’s distaste for entangling 
alliances, the belief in man’s es- 
sential kindliness and goodness 
(which rings but faintly in this 
lowering era), and the kind of 
socialism which occasionally 
dotted our past with small com- 
munities of dreamers. 


Unfortunately, neither ‘‘co-op- 
commonwealths” nor 
“free beer and less income 
tax’”’ can appeal to more than 
wishful thinking or sénse of hu- 
mor. 

The vast majority of Ameri- 
cans are forced by reality to 
channel their political aims 
through the more pragmatic or- 
ganizations of Republicans and 
Democrats. 

The English - speaking world 
has found by experience that 
democracy functions best in a 
two-party system and even 
many Italians and French, so 
frequently paralyzed by political 
games of musical chairs, envi- 
ously but helplessly concur. 

However, while we accept as 
the most workable method that 
of two major rival parties, it is 
always agreeable to know they 
have their tiny cousins.

REPORTED IN COUNTY 


52 Vacancies Unfilled, Says 
Officer of Suburban 
| Association. 


A serious shortage of teachers 
exists in St. Louis county public 
schools where 5535 instructors 
already have been engaged for 
the new school year, a spokes- 
man for a teachers’ organiza- 
tion said today. 


Eric M. Hohn, executive sec- 
retary of the St, Louis Suburban 
Teachers Associations, said latest 
reports show that 52 vacancies 
remain unfilled in various school 
systems, as well as 20 vacancies 
in St. Charles county schools. 

“Of the 52 vacancies in the St. 
Louis county schools, 13 are in 
kindergarten rooms,’ Hohn said. 
The shortage may indicate that 
numerous kindergartens are be- 
ing established to accommodate 
the increasing number of small 
children in the county’s expand- 
ing population, he said. 

The Valley Park school system 
reported 10 teacher vacancies 
this week, Hohn said; R-2 Ferg- 
uson-Florissant, and R-1 Hazel- 
wood districts, and the St. 
Charles city school system each 
had six openings, he said. Five 
vacancies Were reported in each 
the University City, Ritenour 
and Berkeley public schools. 

The appointment of 5535 teach- 
ers in St. Louis county to con- 
duct classes starting next month 
is a new high, Hohn said. The 
number is 327 more than the 
5208 teachers employed last year. 

In St. Csarles county, 339 
teachers have been engaged, or 
57 more than the 282 in the class- 
rooms last year. - 

Most of the vacancies probably 
resulted from resignations of 
teachers received during the 
summer, Hohn said, Otherwise, 
the various school officials prob- 
ably would have begun seeking 
replacements last spring, Hohn 
said. 

The association, at 10330 Old 
Olive Street road, Creve Coeur, 
tries to assist the schools in find- 
ing needed qualified teachers, he 
said, 

Meanwhile, George Vossbrink, 
superintendent of county schools, 
predicted enrollment will ap- 
proach 120,000 this fall. 

The expected enrollment con- 
stitutes a 7 per cent increase 
over last year’s enrollment of 
111,651, and will be about 15,000 
more than expected enrollment 
in St. Louis city public schools. 

Increased enrollment is ex- 
pected in 21 of the county’s 29 
school districts, Vossbrink said. 
The special school district for 
handicapped children was not in- 
cluded in the survey. 

Largest increases are expected 
in the R-l1 Hazelwood and R-2

Conduet Rules Suggested 


for Those Trying to Win 
New. Members. 


ST. ANDREWS, Scotland, Aug. 
18 (AP) — A commission of 
churchmen yesterday suggested 
a code of conduct to churches 
seeking to win new followers. 

The commission, appointed by 
the World Council of Churches, 
ruled out what it called sheep- 
stealing — an overt attempt to 
convert Christians from one de- 
nomination to another — as un- 
ethical. 

At the same time it defended a 
Citristian’s right to change his 
church allegiance if his consci- 
ence so moved him. 


The suggested code of conduct | 


was issued for the 172 Protestant, 
Orthodox and Anglican member 
churches of the world council. 
The suggestions will not be laid 
down as official council doctrine. 


This was the 1l-point code put 
to the policy-making central com- 
mittee of the world council: 

1. Respect the religious convic- 
tions of others. 

2. It is the primary duty of 
Christians to criticize shortcom- 
ings in their own church with a 
view ot making their churches 
better and stronger. 

3. The mature individual has 
the right to change his religious 
alliance. 

4, All Christians should work 
toward the establishment and 
maintenance of liberty in every 
land. 

5. Any church action by which 
converts are sought by material 
or social advantages or where 


undue pressure is brought‘ to 


bear on persons should be disa- 


ed. 
6. While it is proper for 
churches to make clear their at- 
titude toward marriages of per- 


sons of different faiths, the con- 
scientious decision of marriage 


partners as to their future church 
allegiance should be respected. 
7. Before a young child is

church other than that of his 
parents or guardians “due pas- 


toral concern” should be exer- 


cised for the unity of the family.

MRS, ROOSEVELT 
BACKS TABLINE 
OF RIGHTS BILL 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18 (AP)— 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt says 
the Democratic Senate leadership 
did right in having the Republi- 
can civil rights bill tabled at the 
current session of Congress. 

Here is how Mrs. Roosevelt, an 
active campaigner for civil 
rights, sees the situation:

APPOINTEE BICKS 


UNDERFIRE AGAIN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UPI) 
— A Coltimbus (0.), attorney 
charged yesterday that Robert 
‘S. Bicks “does not measure up 
to the high standards” required 
by the assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral’s post to which President 
Eisenhower has appointed him. 


Robert H. Hoffman told a Sen- 
ate Judiciary subcommittee that 
Bicks ‘‘failed to maintain the 
Government’s integrity” in a 
1959 anti-trust lawsuit in which 
Hoffman was one of the defense 
attorneys. 


The subcommittee held hear- 
ings on the Bicks nomination 
some time ago but reopened the 
proceedings yesterday at- Hoff- 
man’s request, 

The subcommittee was crit- 
icized this week on the Senate 
floor because of the delay in con- 
firming Bicks, a 33-year-old New 
Yorker. 

Recess Appointment. 

Bicks is holding the job of 
Chief of .the Department of 
Justice, Anti-Trust division under 
a recess appointment. 

There has been some criticism 
of Bicks in the business com- 
munity as being excessively 
tough in prosecutions. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Senator James O. Eastland 
(Dem.), Mississippi, includes 
Senators Roman L. Hruska 
(Rep.), Nebraska, and Olin D. 
Johnston (Dem.), South Carolina. 

They all displayed considerable 
interest in Hoffman’s story. 

The lawsuit mentioned by Hoff- 
man was brought in 1959 by the 
Justice Department against five 
corporations and four individuals 
— William Rector, president of 
True Temper Co., Cleveland; 
Robert Raymond, vice president 
and sales manager of True Tem- 
per; F. Bliss Winn, president of 
Ames division of the McDonough 
Co., ‘Parkersburg, W.Va.; and 
John T. Mains, vice president 
and sales manager of Union 
Fork & Hoe Co., Columbus, 

Price Plot Charged. 

The defendants were charged 
with conspiring to control prices 
of hand tools and shovels. 

Hoffman said Bicks and other 
anti-trust officials agreed with 
defense attorneys that if the de- 
fendants pleaded nolo contendere 
(no defense) the Government's 
recommendation would be $5000 
fines and no jail sentences. 


Later, he said, Chief Judge 
Mel G. Underwood sentenced the 
defendants to 90 days in jail. 

At that point, Hoffman said, 
the Justice Department did not 
follow through with its agree- 
ment and try to convince Judge 
Underwood that he should re- 
voke the sentences. 


Hoffman said that three of the 
men served time but Mains com- 
mitted suicide. 

Explanation by Bicks. 

Bicks, who listened from the 
spectators’ section, was sworn 
in to give his side of the story. 
He maintained that the depart- 
ment agreed to recommend fines 
and. did so, but that it made no 
commitment as to jail sentences 
because that was entirely up to 
the judge. 

The Senators asked whether 
the incident had resulted in a 
“loss of confidence” by defense 
attorneys and a reluctance to en- 
ter nolo contendere pieas. Bicks 
replied that there had been no 
subsequent decrease in such 
pleas.

Make the Most of Late-Summer Fruits 


W atermelons, 
‘Excellent Values

JUST LOOKING at the fruit 
counters these days shifts the 
imagination into high gear and 
starts the meal- planning mind 
rolling full speed ahead. So 
many colorful late-summer fruits 
(at such thrifty prices); so many 
delicious ways to serve them. 


Did some of those peach recipes 
in Monday’s food section inspire 
you to include them in your week- 
end menus? Let’s hope so be- 
cause peaches certainly are boun- 
tiful in local markets. They are 
coming in from many growing 
areas, with an unusually large 
number of varieties from which 
to choose. 


Check them as one of your 
best fruit buys; prices range 
from low to moderate, 
upon condition. In spite of im- 
proved growing conditions and 
care, you may still find some 
peaches with bruises since they 
are highly perishable. Bear in 
mind that small bruises may af- 
fect appearance but not flavor, 
but deep bruises are wasteful. 


Watermelons are another fruit 
bargain, so abundant is this sea- 
s0n’s crop. There certainly are 
plenty from which: to choose. If 
you are buying a half or quarter 
melon, best way to judge ripe- 
ness is to take a critical look at 
the flesh. It should be bright in 
color, fresh and firm in texture. 
Flesh which is dry and mealy or 
watery usually means the water- 
melon is over-ripe or. just plain 
old. Seeds give another clue; 
they usually are dark brown or 
black in a fully matured melon. 


Locally grown cantaloupes are 
low in cost with those from the 
West in the moderate price cate- 
gory, along with honeydews. 


Summer apples are another 
value too good to pass by. 
There’s a wide range in price 
of nectarines, due to variation 
in condition. 


Take your choice of seedless, 
Cardinal, Red Malaga or Ribier 
grapes, with seedless the cheap- 
est of the group and Ribiers the 
most costly (although they still 
are far from expensive). 


Other moderately priced fruits 
include blueberries, avocados, 


bananas, lemons, limes, ‘Bartlett® 


pears and plums.

Their introduction certainly is | 
timely, since these types of cakes | 


are delicious with the fresh fruits 
which now fill the markets. For 


instance, try the vanilla creme | 


chiffon mix like this: Pour half 
the batter into a shallow ring 
mold, filling it two-thirds full, 
and bake in a preheated 350-de- 
gree oven for 30-35 minutes, or 
until the top springs back when 
pressed lightly with the finger. 
Turn out when cool and fill cen- 
ter with mixed fresh fruits;

Another easy “glamor des- 
sert”’: Prepare the vanilla creme 


chiffon cake according to direc- 
tions on the package. When cake 
(s cool, cut a trench around the 
top about one inch wide and two 
inches deep. Fill this with ice 
cream.. Prepare a meringue by 
whipping four egg whites until 
frothy; then gradually add one- 
half cup sugar, beating until 
stiff. Spread meringue on top 
and sides of cake and bake in a 
preheated 450-degree oven for 
four to five minutes, and there 
you have the famous Baked 
Alaska. 

Food editors attending the an- 
nual Conference last October 
were given a preview of fruit- 
filled puff pastries, light and 
flaky as if they had just been 
baked in a pastry shop on some 
little side street of a European 
city. At that time they were not 
available to the public, but St. 
Louis homemakers can now find 
them in frozen food cases.

INCOMES IN JULY 
HIT RECORD RATE 


| WASHINGTON, Aug. 18 (UPI) 
—The nation’s personal income 
rose to a record high annual 
rate of 407 billion dollars last 
month, partly because of a 744 
per cent Government pay in- 
crease passed by Congress over 
President Eisenhower’s veto. 
This was an increase of one 
billion dollars over the June rate 
of 406 billion dollars. The Com- 
merce Department attributed 
about half of.the increase to the 


pay rise and half to a larger 
than seasonal increase in con- 
struction employment. 

Wages and salaries rose in 
other fields, including profes- 
sional and business groups, and 


there were limited advances in 
state and local government pay- 
rolls, 

The increases were partly off- 
set by a drop in farm income 
due to lower cattle and calf 
prices and a $500,000,000 de- 
crease in manufacturing pay- 
rolis, principally because of 
lower employment in primary 
metals and the transportation 
equipment industries. 

A rise in unemployment bene- 
fits, reflecting the slump in 
manufacturing activity, ac- 
counted for an increase in Gov- 
ernment transfer payments in 
July. Interest payments also 
were up. 

Personal income in the first 
seven months of 1960 increased 
to an annual rate of 401 billion 
dollars, an increase of $20,500,- 
000,000 over the comparable 
period of 1959.

At a recent meeting of the 
executive board of the Profes- 
sional Bowlers Association in 


Akron, O., the decision was | 


made to fight the B.P.A. A 
major source of income for 
the pros is their exhibitions at 


and they are rarely in a posi- 
tion to discriminate between 
houses that are members of | 
the B.P.A. and those that 
aren't, 

One may wonder -how the 
national proprietors’ organiza- 


tion is able to control bowlers | 
at all. The answer lies in the | 
tournament set-up of the | 


B.P.A., creating the widely- 
recognized national match 
game championships in sin- 
gles, doubles and five-member 
teams for both men and 
women. 

The All-Star tournament, in 
which Don Carter and others 
have risen to fame by winning 
the national match game 
crown, is the most famous of 
the B.P.A.-originated events. 
The prize money in the All- 
Star has grown—$10,000 for 
first now—but the title is worth 
several times that to the win- 
ner. 

If a bowler violates a B.P.A. 
rule, he can be barred from all 
of these tournaments.

The stars will 
continue to make exhibition ap- 
pearances as directed by the 
equipment firms that employ 
them, regardless of what type 
of membership label appears 
on the door of the establish- 
ment. 

If any pro bowler is barred 
from a national tournament, all 
P.B.A. members will boycott 
the event. This, of course, as- 
sumes that the P.B.A. mem- 
bers would stick together. 

It is likely to be a major 
test of strength for the profes- 
sional bowlers’ organization, 
which now has more than 400 
members, including virtually 
all the tenpinners that have 
achieved fame of any sort in 
recent years. 

To say that a P.B.A. boycott 
would cause cancellation of the 
proprietors’ national tourna- 
ment may be an exaggeration. 
The proprietors might bravely | 
state that they will stick by 
their guns and enforce their 
rules as they choose, and that 
the tournaments will go on 
with or without the stars. 

They might, but who would 
care who the ‘‘national match 
game champion”’ was if Carter, 
Billy Welu, Eddie Lubanski 
and Harry Smith didn’t com- 
pete. 

Several of the biggest-name 
bowlers are already reported 
to have violated the proprie- 
tors’ rule by appearing in non- 
member houses. Others plan 
to do so within the next few 
weeks, 


Pros’ Alternatives 

Because the pro bowlers 
have set up a tournament 
schedule of their own which 
has paid off fairly well for 
some of the stars, they feel 
that they could get along with- 
out the proprietors’ tourna- 
ments if necessary. 

If the war were carried a 
step farther, however, the 
bowlers could find themselves 
with no place to hold their 
own tournaments, Most of the 
sites are member houses of 
the B.P.A. 

There are some bowlers who 
believe the whole tournament 
system will go out the window 
when the. “National Profes- 
sional League’”’ starts a year 
from now. Others, however, 
cannot help but compare the

The peeping did not come | 
from the nearby Olympic Games 
men’s quarters—but from the 
Italian capital’s brand new ele- 
vated Corso Francia. 


The Corso Francia is a four- 

lane highway running over the 
top of the Olympic village. A 
mile long, it connects Rome's 
Flaminio Bridge with the smart 
Parioli residential section. 
' The Corso Francia may be an 
engineering marvel, and from a 
peeping tom's point of view, it’s 
a masterpiece. 

At one point the viaduct runs 
sabout 50 yards from the girls’ 
quarters and affords a superb 


view of a battery of bedrooms. 


An olympic official said the 
girls first noticed the peepers 
Monday night. 

“‘At one time,”’ he said, “‘About

_ That leads me to another vagrant thought. I encounter 
more and more people who tell me they don’t look at tele- 
vision but they read about it. Are we getting to the point 
where television columnists can’t bear to look at television 
and are forced to read about it in The Saturday Evening 
Post? Did Pete Martin, who wrote the Post piece, see that 
incident or did someone else tell him about it? 


Who looks at bread-and-butter television? Well, 
kids do. And, I suppose, people do. But those re- 
sponsible don’t. Do you really think executives at 
NBC (which is saddled with the dreadful thing) really 
looked at the twenty-fifth episode of “Riverboat”? 
Do you suppose writers, directors, producers or actors 
look at it? Do you even suppose the sponsors sit 
through it? Don’t be silly. 


When I first became a radio columnist back in the pre- 
television days, I found it passing strange that so few people 
who earned their living in it knew what was on the radio. 


Radio columnists rarely listened except perhaps Sunday 


nights. We are headed back into the same situation for 
almost the same reason. 

In America no responsible people look at television. And 
by nobody, I mean nobody—no clergy, no press, no adver- 
tisers, no network executives, no senators, nobody. Nobody 
but people. When you have a vast conglomeration of leader- 
less people, you have a mob, And when you have a mob, 
the best place to aim is the groin which’ is exactly where 
most of the high rated television shows aim. 

“The Untouchables” is not only the worst show on tele- 
vision; it is the worst show that was ever on television in 
its inglorious 14-year history. It’s a national disgrace, that 
show, and the only reason it hasn’t caused any popular 
outcry is that television has long since been abandoned by 
decent people to children of all ages. 

In its survey of TV columnists and critics, the Fund for 
the Republic pointed out that, of all the people who wrote 
about television, the fate John Lardner in occasional pieces 
for the New Yorker was virtually the only person who viewed 
and wrote about and tried to analyze intelligently the bread- 
and-butter television (which is to say “‘Father Knows Best’ 
in its umpteenth year). 

Lardner could view the good guys fighting the bad guys 
with the warm-hearted scientific curiosity of an entofnologist 
looking at an ant hill. But he’s alas, gone. I’m going to 
inflict bread-and-butter television on myself these next few 
months but I can’t be detached about it. I get damned angry. 


I have here a letter from a mother that ought 
to be tattooed on Desi Arnaz’s chest for perpetrating 
“The Untouchables.”. Says this outraged woman: 

“I am trying to teach my children Christian pre- 
cepts. I am trying to teach them that violence breeds 
violence, and that we are distinguished from animals 
by our faculties of reasoning, and our love of our 
fellows. These things must be repeated over and 
over and even so it takes years before children truly 
believe for themselves. TV is systematically drilling 
into them (1) Think only of yourself. (2) Never think 
before you speak. (3) Authority—parents, teachers, 
church, police, any authority—is a dope. (4) In any 
argument, use a weapon, not your brains, common 
sense, or respect for others.” 


This mother is simply repeating—though she almost cer- 
tainly isn’t aware of it~what George Bernard Shaw said 
of our movies almost 40 years ago. In America, Shaw said, 
the solution to all problems is a punch on the jaw. That 
fixes everything—a punch on the snoot. But that was long 
ago. Now we have the machine gun and those 20 prostitutes 
on a road. Drip, drip, drip, into the little minds. Hours 
and hours of violence.

Fix It Yourself

ONE OF THE AREAS on a 
roof that most often causes 
trouble is the flashing. Flashing 
is used to make a tight joint 
where the roof joins the chimney 
and is also used to make joints 
where different roof angles come 
together. 


In the best quality construc- 
tion, flashing is made out of a 
non-corrosive metal: such as 
aluminum or copper but some- 
times it is made out of gal- 
vanized steel or even heavy 
roofing paper. 

Galvanized steel is fine for a 
time and will hold up after this 
period if kept painted but if this 
is not done it will eventually 
rust. Another problem is that 
often the flashing won’t be wide 
enough to get far enough up 
under the regular to 


make an absolutely watertight - 


joint. . 
On a chimney, the flashing 
runs up the side of the chimney 


and then is turned into the joints - 


between the stone or brick and 
held here with mortar. This 
makes a good tight joint unless 
the wind should pull the flashing 
out of the joints. Sometimes the 


flashing is not turned into the 
joints but is simply cemented 
with roofing compound to the 
side of the chimney. This does 
not make a very durable job. 

Roof leaks caused by faulty 
flashing are often very difficult 
to locate because the leak may 
be at some point quite a dis- 
tance from where the water 
eventually appears. 


It is best to first check over 


the flashing for any holes. 
These can usually be sealed with 
a dab of roofing cement. 

If there are no holes the 
chances are that the water is 
getting in under the roofing 
where it meets the flashing. 
Sealing this joint with roofing 
cement will usually do the trick. 
Be careful, however, not to make 
any little dams that would catch 
water and allow it to back up 
behind the flashing or roofing.

Whipping Child 
Dear Dr. Molner: 

MY PARENTS say we spank our two-year-old son too 
often and that we try too hard to make him mind. But don’t 
you believe some children need more discipline than others, 
especially boys? 

We have a thin belt of plastic that we use when he throws 
a tantrum or some such thing that requires more than a 
scolding. He seems to be quite stubborn so naturally there 
must be some action taken. I want him to grow up to be a 
nice young man instead of a juvenile delinquent. Do you think 
my attitude is wrong? Mrs. B. H. 

Yes, I think your attitude is wrong. | 

Close to 100 per cent of the time, I try to write answers 
that will help readers. This is one of the exceptions. This 
time I hope I can write something that will help your young 
son. 

I can agree with you only to this extent. Sometimes a 
good whack—of a size to fit the child and the offense—is 
an effective disciplinary measure. A slap on the fingers for 
grabbing an ash tray or the butter dish. An immediate swat 
on the place nature provided, when a child deliberately and 
challengingly disobeys. That, yes. 

But a plastic belt to whip a child of two? Oh, please, no! 

I’m perfectly aware of the adage about “spare 
the rod and spoil the child,” but too often this is 
used as an excuse for the parent to take out his own 
frustrations in “trying to make Johnny a good boy.” 

Spanking—or in your case whipping—a child to make him 
“grow up to be a nice young man” misses the point. Why 
must a child be disciplined? To “make him obey’? No! 
To TEACH him! 

At two, a child understands only the most elementary 
things: Don’t touch! And other rules as simple as that. He 
can’t possibly understand if you whip him for “being stub- 
born.” And as a mere male, I’m not wholly convinced that 
boys are more stubborn than girls. 

Wise parents get effective response by telling a small 
child to go to his room, or sit in a corner, or sit quietly on 
a hard chair, or sit on the bottom step of the stairs. The 
tone of voice—firmness, but not scolding—carries a world 
of understanding to the child. 

Whipping (which is not very effective anyway) or the 
brisk, quick, immediate spank, which is better, is the last 
resort, not the first.

PRINTERS have an old-fash- 
ioned pride in their profession 
and are somewhat like horse 
traders, never quite willing to 
call it quits but always ready to 
talk about the prospect. A print- 
er may retire, or strike oil, or 
marry a rich widow, but no 
matter how far he gets from a 
composing room he will remain 
true to type. 

At Monticello College in God- 
frey, Ill., Paul J. Cooke, Ph.D., 
chairman of the foreign lan- 
guage department, faces the 
situation squarely. He once was 
a printer. He still is. 

Cooke works in the composing 
room of the Post-Dispatch dur- 
ing the summer when he has 
three months he can call his 
own. Monticello is a school for 
girls and it is a small school 
because the administration likes 
it that way. Monticello does 
not join the hysterical year- 
round pursuit of learning that 
makes life miserable for stu- 
dents and faculty during sum- 
mer at large schools. Monticel- 
lo girls go home for the summer 
and in the sudden quiet that fell 
upon the college, John Murphy, 
the publicity man, began to 
worry. 

Murphy had two worries for 
the price of one. He had the 
worry of getting Monticello’s 
name in the paper, as a good

Cooke was working the lobster 
shift in the composing room.

He was gazing profes- 
sorily, absently, out the window. 
The Monticello campus is green 
and rolling and easy on the 
eye.

Cooke stood up when I en- 
tered. He had a book in hand.

South American and 
Spanish authors are Cooke's 
main professional interest, both 
as a teaching man and as a 
printing man.

and in 1933, with what I'd saved 
as a printer, I went to the Uni- 
versity of Illinois.

Day Tours for Children in New York

NEW YORK, Aug. 18. 

ONE OF THE DEEP JOYS of 
childhood is making life unbear- 
able for grown-ups. Or used to 
be. Nowadays, with all the ac- 
tivities designed to keep them 
‘“‘amused” (adults aren’t so 
dumb after all), the kids often 
forget to make trouble for hours 
on end, 

The one remaining situation 
where youngsters can practice 
driving parents mad is on holi- 
days. And now that’s getting 
tough too. 

A young New York mother has 
come up with a scheme that 
keeps the kids on the street— 
and out of their parents’ way. 
She has organized a day-tour 
agency which will collect your 
child, take him on a trip to 


Freedomland or on bus and 


water tours round the city while 
you scour the shops or take in 
a matinee. Or collapse in the 


_ calm of an air-conditioned hotel 


room. 
The program is aimed at 
families visiting hotels in New 


York City. But the suburban

The service goes under the 
name of Gulliver’s Trails.

She says: “This winter I went 
to Miami Beach on a job and 
for various reasons had to take 
my son with me. The hotel was 
supposedly oriented toward fam- 


ilies with children. What I 
learned there made me deter- 
mined to start the agency.” 
What she learned was that 
hotel family plans, and baby 
sitting services at night still 
left a good deal to be desired. 
There were just too many 
hours of sunshine when unsu- 
pervised children could make 


mischief. Her child was dis- 


covered one morning tetering 
on the roof of the cabana, and 
he was not the only one to. 
drive mother mad. 

So she started the New York 
agency. If it is a success, she 
hopes to expand into other areas. 

She says:

‘Oh, 
well,” he said, ‘“‘the South Amer- 
icans don’t understand us, much 
less Mark Twain. They think 
we’re a bunch of materialistic 
idiots.

from other North Americans.’ 
Actually, you're not; you're like 
any other United States citizen, 
only they won’t—or can’t—ad- 
mit’ it.” 

We dropped Velarde. We picked 
up Mark Twain. Cooke was hap- 
pier with Twain, anyway. They 
have a bond. Twain was a 
printer, too.

Pet Doctor

Q. Is it true that a dog is sick 
when its nose is hot and dry? 
Mrs. R. E. Kohr, Harrisburg, Pa. 


A. Yes and no. The dog’s nose 
can lead him into trouble when 
the master uses it for diagnostic 
purposes. It will always be dry 
and hot if there is abnormal nose 
structure. Lack of moisture and 
over-exposure to wind dry the 
nose pores, too. When the 
cause is chronic (like abnormal 
structure) your pet’s nose will 
always be warm. This does im- 
pair the sense of smell, but 
doesn’t seem to cause the ani- 
mal any discomfort. Normally, 
a hot, dry nose indicates a tem- 
perature or infection of the 
upper nasal passage. If the 
dryness continues, it would be 
wise to have your veterinarian 
examine the pet.

Meeting With Kennedy 


NEW YORK, Aug. 18. 

IN MY CONVERSATION with Senator John Kennedy at 
Hyde Park Sunday, I was anxious, needless to say, to find 
out if he and Adlai Stevenson had planned to work closely 
on foreign affairs during the campaign. 

I knew there would be no question of Representative 
Chester Bowles working closely with the Senator, because 
it was for this purpose that he withdrew as a candidate for 
re-election to Congress. I felt sure that it would be easy 
for Senator Kennedy and Representative Bowles to work 
together. 

Senator Kennedy has a quick mind, but I would say 
that he might tend to arrive at judgments almost too quickly. 
Therefore, it seemed important to me that he should have 
a good pe oe the campaign with Mr. Stevenson, 
thereby demonstrating that their philosophies are sufficiently 
similar so that. they could work well together in the future, 
even though Mr. Stevenson has a more judicial and reflective 
type of mind. | 

I was pleased to learn that the Senator already had made 
plans much along these lines. It gave me a feeling of 
reassurance. 

“Our Democratic candidate is a likable man with 
eharm, and I think that already, since the convention, 
the difficulties and responsibilities that the future may 
hold for him as President have opened up new vistas 
for him and brought about a greater maturity. 

I think Senator Kennedy is anxious to learn. I think 
he is hospitable to new ideas. He is hard-headed. He cal- 
culates the political effect of every move. I left my con- 
versation with him with the feeling that here is a man who 
wanfs to leave a record of not only having helped his 
countrymen, but having helped humanity as a whole. 

I had withheld my decision on joining Herbert Lehman 
as honorary chairman of the Democratic Citizens Committee 
of New York until I had a chance to see and talk with our 
Democratic candidate, After Senator Kennedy’s visit, I tele- 
phoned my acceptance to serve with Mr. Lehman, and I told 
Senator Kennedy that I would discuss what help in the cam- 
paign I could give, for I have come to the conclusion that 
the people will have in John F. Kennedy, if he is elected, 
a good President. 

As the weeks go by I hope I will have an oppor- 
tunity to see our candidate more and to know him 
better, but I have enough confidence in him now to 
feel I can work wholeheartedly for his election. 

Senator Kennedy was met by a very large crowd Sunday 
morning when he landed at Dutchess county airport on his 
way to Hyde Park. I had sent my car and two fritnds, 
Dr. and Mrs. David Gurewitsch, to meet him. 

Dr. Gurewitsch got out of the car to go forward and 
welcome the Senator. Mrs. Gurewitsch stayed in the car 
and, while waiting there, asked several people in the crowd 
if they were Democrats or curiosity-seekers. To her surprise, 
she found that most of them professed to be Democrats. Both 
she and Dr. Gurewitsch reported to me later that the applause 
upon Senator Kennedy’s arrival was astonishing. 


The Senator and his party came straight to my cottage,” 


and he had with him William Walton, the co-ordinator for 
the Citizens Committee of New York State, and Pierre Sal- 
inger, his press secretary. ; | 

The occasion which brought the Senator to Hyde Park was 
@ meeting of the Golden Ring Clubs, members of which were 
laying a wreath on my husband’s grave on the anniversary 
of the passage of the Social Security Act. I arranged to have 
the Senator lunch alone with me while the others ate on our 
outdoor dining porch. At the close of the interview the 
Senator asked if Mr. Walton might come in, which he did 
for a few minutes. .

POTATO SALAD is one dish 
that can’t be defined. It’s one 
thing to one person, something 
else to r. What it is can 
also defend on where you live. 


A potato salad recipe from an 
Easterner reads as follows: 
“Chop cold boiled potatoes, add 
oniof to taste, sprinkle with wine 
vinegar and chill for 24 hours. 
Add oil to taste and chopped 
parsley immediately before serv- 
ing.” 

Now there’s a recipe for potato 
salad which would make a mid- 
westerner choke on his beer. In 
the Middlewest people like their 
potato salad with a lot of body. 
The farther South you go, the 
more things they put into it. 
Also,*in the South, many people 
used salad dressing instead of 
mayonnaise. As for me, my 
favorite potato salad is made 
with half mayonnaise and half 
salad dressing. 


This came up because we re- 
ceived a rather plaintive letter 
from a young wife who says her 
husband doesn’t like her potato 
salad. It doesn’t taste like the 
potato salad he was brought up 
on, but he doesn’t know how to 
make potato salad like his 
mother made it. 

Neither do I, so the only thing 
I can suggest is that she try 
various recipes and combina- 
tions, and maybe she’ll hit on 
one he likes. My favorite potato 
salad is made by combining the 
potatoes with salt and pepper, 
pickle relish, chopped onion, 
chopped celery (or celery seed) 
plenty of diced hard-boiled egg 
and a combination of mayon- 
naise and salad dressing. If there 
is sOme green pepper around, 
chop that in also. It’s been my 
observation that most men like 
plenty of onion, celery and green 
pepper in potato salad.

uses. thin dressing. Here’s a 
recipe for. same: 


Boil eight small potatoes in 
their jackets. When they’re done 
take them out of the water im- 
mediately. When they’re cool, 
peel them. These directions, in- 
cidentally, apply to all recipes 
for potato salad. Keep the pota- 
toes as dry and firm as possible. 


Cut them in slices or dice 
them. Add half a teaspoon of 
salt, a little pepper and a table- 
spoon of chopped parsley. Then 
boil together half a pint of vine- 
gar, a tablespoon of sugar and 
a tablespoon of butter. Pour 
this over the potatoes. Add 
celery seed and green pepper to 


taste and then two hard-boiled 
eggs sliced thin. 


THEN SOME PEOPLE like it 
made this way: 

Mix together two cups of diced 
cooked potatoes, a teaspoon of 
grated onion, half a cup of 
chopped celery, a teaspoon of 
salt and half a cup of French 
dressing. Let it stand for sev- 
eral hours. Then just before 
serving add a sliced hard-boiled 
egg and mayonnaise or salad 
dressing, or a combination. You 
can vary this one by using 
chopped chives, or parsley or 
chopped pickle. One thing to re- 
member about potato salad, use 
plenty of dressing. 


Each His Own 


AND HERE’S a recipe for a 
distinctly different potato salad, 
in case you’re growing a little 
weary of the kind you’ve been 
making: 

Mash two anchovy fillets and 
a clove of garlic in a mixing 
bowl until smooth. Then add a 
fourth of a cup of chopped pars- 
ley, one finely chopped onion, 
two finely. chopped stalks of 
celery, half a teaspoon of 
crushed red pepper and half a 
teaspoon of salt. Blend it, then 
gradually add a third of a cup 
of olive oil and a third of a cup 
of wine vinegar mixed together. 
Add a quart of diced cooked po- 
tatoes, mix it all well and chill 
it. Just before serving sprinkle 
on a tablespoon of capers. 


IT’S JUST A STEP from po- 
tato salad to cole slaw, some- 
thing whose chief function, it has 
always seemed to me, is to fill 
up that extra space on the plate 
luncheon. Or to make a dollar 
hamburger look like you’re get- 
ting your money’s worth. 

But the world is full of cole 
slaw lovers, and here again you 
run into difference of opinion. 
Some like it sweet, some like it 
sour. Some like it with onions, 
some without. There is even a 
difference of opinion as to wheth- 
er it s ade with salad 
—T or just sugar and vine- 
gar. ‘ 


te 
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For the benefit of cole slaw 


lovers, here is a recipe from a 
woman whose slaw is generally 
accepted by family, friends and 
guests as above par: 

First, grate a small head of 
cabbage. Add a very small 
amount of grated carrot. (Here 
again you run into two schools of 
thought, pro-carrot and anti- 
carrot, Personally I’m against 
raw carrots in anything.) How- 
ever, marinate the cabbage and 
carrot in the juice from a jar of 
sweet pickles. 

Sprinkle on a tablespoon of 
sugar and a couple pinches of 
salt. Then add enough mayon- 


naise to make it, as the women 
say, gooey. This is a no-onion 
recipe, but if you like onion, toss 
in a tablespoon or so, diced fine. 


HERE’S ANOTHER good and 
dependable recipe: Combine 
three cups of finely shredded 
cabbage, three tablespoons of 
sugar, half a teaspoon of salt 
and a fourth of a teaspoon of 
pepper. Chill it throughly. Then 
mix together a cup of sour cream 
and a fourth of a cup of vinegar 


which is sla. Just how these twu 
words got together is not re- 
corded, but the original, koolsla, 
has in time, become cole slaw— 
cabbage salad.
